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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

On  13  January  1986,  the  Selectmen  met  with  nine  members  of  the  Citizens'  Sounding 
Board  to  seek  input  and  suggestions  concerning  the  budget  for  1986.  We  thank  these 
people  for  their  time  and  effort. 

As  reported  last  year,  our  goals  for  the  Town  of  Jackson  remain  as  follows: 

1.  To  maintain  current  levels  of  municipal  services. 

2.  To  repair  and  maintain  existing  town  property  and  roads  to  prevent 
further  deterioration. 

3.  To  plan  for  future  capital  improvements  and  expenditures  by  setting 
up  capital  reserve  funds. 

The  proposed  budget  for  1986  is  $646,118.00.  The  difference  between  the  estimated 
appropriations  and  revenues,  the  amount  which  must  be  raised  by  taxes,  is  slightly 
less  than  last  year.  However,  because  of  substantial  construction  in  Jackson,  the  tax 
base  should  increase  and  further  reduce  the  municipal  portion  of  the  tax  rate.   It  must 
be  mentioned  here  that  only  ninteen  (19)  communities  of  the  23^  in  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  had  a  lower  equalized  value  tax  rate  then  Jackson  for  1984. 

This  past  year  the  Town  purchased  a  highway  truck  to  replace  the  1979  International, 
a  sander  body,  and  the  triangular  parcel  of  land  in  front  of  the  Town  Hall.  The  Meloon 
Bridge  is  in  the  process  of  being  replaced  (the  project  was  halted  due  to  weather  con- 
ditions last  Pall  and  will  be  completed  this  Spring). 

A  fire  pond  was  constructed  on  the  Valley  Cross  Road  and  will  be  completed  this 
year  to  continue  the  upgrading  of  fire  protection  in  Jackson. 

Hopefully,  this  year  we  will  continue  our  Capital  Reserve  Funds  for  1 )  a  new 
ambulance  in  1989,  2)  an  addition  to  the  Town  Hall  while  perhaps  moving  into  Mr. 
Marquis'  building  on  a  temporary  basis,  3)  a  solid  waste  facility,  4)  Fire  Department 
equipment,  and  5)  property  reappraisal.  The  last  reappraisal  in  Jackson  was  com- 
pleted in  1980.  The  State  recommends  that  the  reappraisal  process  be  done  every  ten 
years  or  sooner  where  there  has  been  substantial  construction. 

Capital  expenditures  proposed  include:  1)  the  joint  purchase  of  a  parcel  of  land 
with  the  Town  of  Bartlett  adjacent  to  the  Bartlett/Jackson  solid  waste  disposal  site, 
2)  a  one- ton  highway  truck,  3)  continued  road  reconstruction,  and  *+)  a  rubber- tired 
loader/backhoe  to  replace  the  crawler  type. 

Of  note  this  year  was  the  successful  appeal  to  the  New  Hampshire  Supreme  Court 
to  hear  Jackson  and  the  other  small  towns'  case  on  open  dump  burning  with  Air  Resources 
Commission,  which  was  denied  by  a  Master  of  the  Superior  Court  of  New  Hampshire.  In 
the  interval,  Jackson  et  al  have  filed  an  injunction  against  the  Environmental  Pro- 
tection Agency  to  prevent  enforcement  action  pending  the  appeal  to  the  N.  H.  Supreme 
Court  on  the  N.  H.  Air  Resources  case. 

We  have  also  contracted  with  a  fire  inspector  to  grant  licenses  and  assembly 
permits  under  our  Fire  Chief's  authority,  with  an  eye  to  a  building  inspector  in  the 
future  as  further  demands  are  made  on  the  town  officials  in  light  of  continued  land 
development  and  additional  state  regulations. 

As  always,  the  Selectmen  would  like  to  express  their  sincere  appreciation  to  all 
of  those  serving  on  the  various  board  and  commissions  for  their  dedication.  We  welcome 
hearing  from  anyone  who  might  be  interested  in  serving  on  any  of  the  boards  or  who 
might  have  any  ideas  or  suggestions  which  might  benefit  the  Town.

LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

The  year  1985  was  a  busy  and  productive  one  for  the  Library.  The  number  of  visits  by 
patrons  increased  as  did  circulation  of  books.  Our  Librarian,  Priscilla  Bissell,  borrowed 
sixty- four  books  from  Inter-Library  Loan  in  answer  to  special  requests  from  our  patrons. 
Mrs.  Bissell  made  three  trips  to  Twin  Mountain  to  select  approximately  1400  titles  from  the 
New  Hampshire  State  Library  to  add  variety  to  our  collection. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library,  under  the  guidance  of  their  President,  Mrs.  Lawson  T.  Hill, 
held  a  very  successful  membership  drive,  which  enabled  them  to  donate  the  magnificent  sum 
of  $1,200.00  to  the  Library  for  the  purchase  of  books.  The  Librarian  wishes  townspeople  to 
contact  her  to  express  any  preferences  or  special  interests  for  these  purchases.  The 
Friends  also  donated  two  lovely  lilacs  to  the  landscaping  of  the  Library  grounds. 

The  Library  was  the  recipient  of  a  flagpole  and  an  American  flag,  gifts  from  the  Anna 
Stickney  Chapter  of  the  D.A.R.  The  flag  is  displayed  over  the  door  during  Library  hours. 
Mr.  Wendell  Woodbury  gave  funds  to  be  used  exclusively  for  the  purchase  of  children's  books. 
Also  received  by  the  Library  were  many  other  gifts,  periodicals,  hardcover  and  paperback 
books,  too  numerous  to  mention  individually,  but  all  deserving  of  appreciation. 

The  Jackson  Grammar  School  children  continue  their  weekly  visits  to  the  Library.  Mrs. 
Bissell  is  working  currently  with  the  fifth  and  sixth  grade  students  in  a  special  library 
orientation  course  designed  to  prepare  them  for  library  use  during  Junior  High. 

The  Library  Trustees  received  a  new  form  from  the  Secretary  of  State  in  Concord  direct- 
ed to  the  Adams  Social  Library  Society.  This  charming  name  apparently  preceded  the  present 
name  of  our  Library  in  the  1800's.  The  proper  forms  have  been  filed  to  make  our  name, 
Jackson  Public  Library,  official. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Library  are  aware  that  the  cost  of  books  has  increased  20$  in  the 
last  year,  and  almost  as  much  in  the  two  previous  years.  Due  to  abolition  of  the  State 
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of  the  State  Bookmobile,  the  Librarian  must  be  paid  time  and  mileage  for  several  trips  to 
Twin  Mountain  to  exchange  books.  All  other  expenses  have  increased  steadily.  However,  due 
to  the  generosity  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library  and  also  to  an  increased  share  in  the 
Georgia  Wentworth  Trust,  due  to  more  profitable  management,  the  Trustees  are  in  a  position 
to  meet  these  additional  expenses  without  requesting  an  increase  In  the  town  appropriation. 
Therefore,  the  Trustees  wish  to  propose  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Friends  of  the  Library  for 
their  generosity.

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REPORT  OF 
TRUSTEES  OF  CEMETERIES 

The  general  maintenance  of  the  cemeteries  again  received  the  compliments  of  many  who 
visited  them  during  the  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  care  provided  is  being 
recognized. 

During  the  year,  the  six  old  pine  trees  on  the  north  side  of  the  Village  Cemetery 
were  removed.  These  trees  had  been  dropping  their  branches  on  the  fence  which  incidents 
required  repairs  to  the  fence.  Sometime  in  the  future,  the  stumps  and  the  roots  will  be 
removed  so  that  the  expanded  area  acquired  from  Ernest  Mallett  can  be  used  for  gravesites.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSIONS  REPORT 

1985 

The  Jackson  Conservation  Commission  welcomed  some  new  members  in  1985.  Gail  Kelly  and 
John  Howe  are  serving  for  the  first  time,  and  David  Moreton  has  returned  after  an  absence 
of  several  years. 

A  major  project  by  the  Commission  during  the  year  was  the  coordination  of  efforts  to 
secure  the  property  just  south  of  the  Town  Hall  for  the  public  domain.  $2,300.  came  from 
the  Conservation  Trust  Fund,  and  a  committee  headed  by  Betty  Whitney  raised  that  to 
$24,600.  The  1985  Town  Meeting  raised  an  additional  $25,000,  and  the  Selectmen  executed 
the  purchase  just  after  mid-year. 

The  Commission  wishes  to  thank  the  dozens  of  people  whose  contributions  provided  not 
only  vital  dollars,  but  also  the  momentum  needed  to  move  the  project  to  a  successful  con- 
clusion. Donations  are  still  welcome  for  use  in  future  landscaping  of  the  property. 

The  Commission  continues  to  work  with  the  Selectmen* s  Committee  on  the  Wildcat  Study. 
We  were  able  to  provide  this  committee  with  materials  prepared  by  Alice  Pepper  and  others 
from  our  efforts  to  protect  Jackson  Palls  from  hydro  development.  We  remind  everyone  once 
again  that  this  protection  is  temporary  and  that  the  fight  to  save  the  Palls  is  not  over. 

The  Town  waa  represented  by  the  Commission  in  responding  to  the  new  plan  for  the 
management  of  the  White  Mountain  National  Porest.  Lew  Bissell  prepared  our  written 
response,  which  questioned  some  proposals  for  timber  harvest  and  noted  the  lack  of  atten- 
tion to  parking  at  access  points,  and  the  lack  of  supervision  on  present  and  planned  roads. 

We  have  provided  ongoing  oversight  at  Prospect  Farm  to  check  on  a  recent  erosion  con- 
trol project  and  an  earlier  timber  stand  improvement  program. 

With  money  from  the  Georgia  Wentworth  Fund,  the  Commission  continues  to  effect  the 
removal  of  dead  trees  and  debris  from  the  west  bank  of  Jackson  Falls.  We  expect  to  have 
more  professional  assistance  available  in  1986.  This  will  be  for  planning  for  the  future 
at  the  Falls  and  will  be  done  in  cooperation  with  the  National  Park  Service. 

The  leading  project  planned  for  1986  is  a  brushing  out  of  river  vistas  to  the  north 
and  south  of  the  village  and  at  the  Covered  Bridge  and  Profile  Rock.  It  is  time  again  for 
trail  work  on  Iron  Mountain  and  Doublehead.  Volunteers  are  always  welcome  for  this 
activity. 

Conservation  Commission  meetings  are  always  open  to  the  public  and  participation  is 
encourage.

ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 

The  first  part  of  1985  brought  us  about  average  snowfall  compared  with  other  years. 
However,  November  and  December  were  two  hard  months  for  the  Highway  Department  with  alot 
of  overtime  plowing  and  sanding.  To  complicate  matters  the  1984  International  was  out  of 
service  over  the  Christmas  holidays  awaiting  parts  while  we  received  a  total  of  twenty- 
two  inches  of  snow  in  two  days. 

Resurfacing  was  done  on  the  following  highways:  Carter  Notch  Read,  Sugar  Hill  Lane, 
sections  of  Green  Hill  Road,  North  Hampshire  Ridge,  Adams  Road,  Wilson  Road,  Thorn  Hill 
Road,  Jackson  Highlands  and  the  rebuilt  portion  of  Eagle  Mountain  Road. 

Gordon  T.  Burke  &  Sons,  the  low  bidder,  was  awarded  the  contract  to  replace  Meloon 
Bridge.  Due  to  previous  job  commitments  and  high  water  in  the  late  Pall,  the  job  was  not 
completed.  The  bridge  beams  were  sandblasted  and  painted,  and  the  bridge  will  be  com- 
pleted in  the  Spring.  The  low  bid  was  $23,420.00,   which  was  $20,000.00  less  than  the 
next  bid  but  approximately  $5,000  more  than  estimated  at  Town  Meeting  1985.  Therefore, 
we  are  requesting  an  additional  $5,000  in  order  to  complete  this  project  in  1986. 

We  did  not  get  any  work  done  on  reconstruction  in  1985  except  for  tarring  the  section 
reconstructed  in  1984.  Most  of  the  amount  spent  under  the  road  reconstruction  article  was 
a  carry-over  for  a  bill  not  submitted  to  the  Town  for  reconstruction  materials  used  on 
Eagle  Mountain  Road  prior  to  the  end  of  1984.  $20,720.30  will  be  carried  over  from  1985, 
with  an  amount  of  $5,000.00  being  requested  to  supplement  this  amount  for  1986  capital 
improvements  of  roads. 

Arnold  Bennett  did  sidewalk  repairs  this  year,  and  $937.70  of  the  $1,000.00  appropri- 
ation was  spent.  Robert  Tibbetts  was  hired  to  mow  the  roadsides  again  this  year.  Three 
thousand  tons  of  sand  was  hauled  in,  mixed  with  salt  and  pushed  up  at  the  Highway  Garage 
by  John  E.  Parker,  Jr.,  for  use  on  our  winter  roads.  A  new  four-wheel  drive  International 
was  purchased  this  year  which  replaced  the  1979  International. 

The  Highway  Department  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  town  property  and  equip- 
ment, mowing  parks  and  the  Library  grounds,  cleaning  Town  Hall,  flooding  and  clearing  the 

skating  rink  after  snowstorms.

As 
most  of  you  know,  we  started  the  year  with  a  double  homicide  in  January  followed  by  another 
homicide  in  March. 

The  burglary  rate  in  Jackson  has  gone  up  over  last  year.  We  had  seven  major  burg- 
laries compared  to  four  last  year.  This  is  still  one  of  the  lowest  burglary  rates  of  any 
of  the  towns  in  the  Valley. 

Motor  vehicle  accidents  were  up  again  this  year.  We  had  twenty-four  accidents  but 
only  three  involving  personal  injury. 

Our  criminal  case  load  was  up  slightly  over  last  year  but  still  at  a  very  acceptable 
level. 

This  year  will  be  my  last  year  as  your  Chief  of  Police.  After  eight  years  of  public 
service  in  Jackson,  I  have  decided  to  leave  public  service  and  work  in  the  private  sector. 
I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  citizens  of  Jackson  for  the  supportthey  have  given  to  myself 
and  to  the  Jackson  Police  Department  over  the  past  eight  years.

REPORT  OF  TOWN 

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND 

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1984  and  June  1985*  we  experienced  more  forest  fires  throughout  our  state 
than  in  any  year  in  the  last  fifty.  Two  of  the  leading  causes  of  the  1,605  fires  were 
children  and  fires  kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both  causes 
are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention. 
Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulations  is  the  responsibility  of  State 
Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations;  however,  your 
assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law  may  be 
violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  will  become  responsible  for  the  timber  tax  payment  start- 
ing April  1,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that  will  impact  all  forest  land- 
owners. Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  timber  tax  forms.

Persons  wishing  to  burn  large  brush  piles  or  burn  over  fields  must  notify  the  Town 
Forest  Fire  Warden  a  few  days  in  advance  in  order  that  the  site  can  be  checked  prior  to  the 
issuance  of  a  permit.  A  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  burning  (including  incinerators) 
once  the  ground  is  clear  of  snow  cover  in  the  Immediate  area.  Burning  is  only  allowed 
before  9»00  A.M.  and  after  5:00  P.M.  unless  it  is  raining.  Permits  are  available  at  the 
Ellis  Grocery  during  regular  store  hours  or  at  the  Forest  Warden's  home  evenings.  For  large 
brush  piles  permits  must  be  obtained  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Thank  you  for  your 
cooperation.

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REPORT  OF 
JACKSON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

1985 

The  Jackson  Fire  Department  started  off  the  year  with  a  very  busy  season.  As  every- 
one remembers,  last  January  was  a  very  difficult  time.  We  were  not  prepared  to  deal  with 
what  we  found  at  the  Jennings'  residence,  and  I  hope  that  no  one  ever  has  to  go  through  an 
experience  like  that  again. 

I  would  like  to  make  everyone  aware  of  the  impossible  task  of  enforcing  the  laws 
Imposed  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  regarding  life  safety.  It  is  very  good  that  the 
State  has  upgraded  the  State  Fire  Codes.  However,  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  do  the  job 
of  Fire  Chief  on  a  part-time  basis.  The  time  has  come  for  the  Town  of  Jackson  to  address 
this  problem  along  with  the  ever  increasing  task  of  building  inspection.  I  would  like  to 
go  on  record  as  supporting  the  idea  of  a  combined  Fire  Chief  /Building  Inspector  for  the 
Town  of  Jackson.  It  is  hard  to  support  a  full  time  position,  but  it  is  Impossible  to  do 
the  job  on  a  part-time  basis,  especially  when  you  have  a  full  time  job.  I  hope  that  every- 
one will  think  about  this  problem  and  help  to  solve  it. 

I  would  like  to  thank  you  all  for  supporting  the  Fire  Department  and  making  our  21st 
Annual  Chicken  Barbeque  a  great  success.  This  year  we  were  able  to  expend  in  excess  of 
$4,000  on  the  Fire  Station  Building  Project. 

A  fire  pond  was  installed  on  the  Valley  Cross  Road  with  unexpended  funds  raised  in 
1983  and  1984  and  donations  from  the  landowner,  which  was  most  appreciated.  Landscaping 
will  be  completed  at  the  site  in  the  spring.  Since  we  had  funds  remaining  from  1983  and 
1984,  we  did  not  request  an  appropriation  for  fire  ponds  in  1985.  However,  in  order  to 
continue  with  our  project  of  installation  of  additional  fire  ponds  throughout  the  Town 
for  better  fire  coverage,  we  are  requesting  an  appropriation  of  $3*500  in  1986  for  fire 
ponds  and  dry  hydrants.

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BARTLETT-JACKSON  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  service  covers  the  Towns  of  Bartlett,  Jackson,  Glen,  Intervale  and  both  Crawford 
and  Pinkham  Notch  to  the  Carroll  County  line.  We  are  funded  by  tax  dollars  and  charge  for 
our  service.  Residents  are  charged  $25.00  base  rate,  and  non-residents  are  charged  a 
♦75*00  base  rate.  We  also  charge  for  milage  when  transporting  out  of  our  area. 

We  are  based  at  the  Glen  Fire  Station  located  on  Route  302  in  Glen.  We  are  not 
connected  with  the  Fire  Department.  We  use  a  "Type  Two"  van  ambulance.  This  unit  is 
equipped  with  the  best  of  supplies  and  all  "State  of  the  art"  equipment.  We  are  radio 
dispatched  24  hours  a  day  by  the  Carroll  County  Sheriff's  Department  Dispatch  Center. 
We  have  direct  communications  with  the  local  hospital  as  well  as  ten  other  medical  centers 
throughout  New  England. 

Our  fifteen  attendants  are  all  Nationally  Registered  Emergency  Medical  Technicians/ 
Advanced  Level.  All  of  our  attendants  have  been  trained  in  emergency  vehicle  operation. 
Many  members  have  completed  other  advanced  levels  of  emergency  medical  and  rescue  training. 

The  area  is  covered  24  hours  per  day  365  days  per  year  by  three  EMT's  at  any  given 
time.  We  provide  emergency  coverage  for  the  residents.  Other  private  services  in  the 
area  provide  non-emergency  transportation  to  other  medical  centers. 

We  have  mandatory  training  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month.  This  takes  place 
at  the  Glen  Fire  Station  and  all  are  welcome.  All  members  of  the  squad  are  trained  to 
handle  emergency  care  of  any  kind,  from  minor  injury  to  major  trauma. 

We  offer  a  cost  free  program  to  area  residents.  Project  "Medic-Alarm"  is  offered 
to  persons  who  have  a  medical  condition.  Applicants  complete  a  form  and  providing  the 
person  qualifies,  they  are  issued  an  I.D.  number  that  is  to  be  used  when  calling  our  dis- 
patch center  requesting  the  ambulance.  For  more  information  on  project  "Medic-Alarm", 
please  send  a  self-addressed  stamped  envelope  to  "Medic-Alarm",  P.  0.

WILDCAT  BROOK,  WILD  AND  SCENIC  RIVER 
STUDY  -  PROGRESS  REPORT 

In  1983,  a  group  of  developers  known  as  the  Jackson  Palls  Hydroelectric  Power  Com- 
pany applied  for  a  preliminary  permit  to  study  the  feasibility  of  constructing  a  hydro- 
electric power  facility  at  Jackson  Palls.  Despite  strong  protests  from  concerned  Jackson 
residents  and  our  local  government  officials,  the  Federal  Energy  Regulatory  Commission 
(PERC)  granted  the  permit.  It  was  found  that  the  powers  of  PERC  are  so  far-reaching  in  the 
granting  of  permits  and  licenses  that  the  hydopower  rights  of  all  landowners,  including 
municipal,  county,  and  federal  agencies  can  be  preempted  at  will — with  one  exception. 
Rivers  protected  under  the  Federal  Wild  &  Scenic  Rivers  System  are  exempted  from  the  powers 
of  PERC. 

With  the  support  of  interested  Jackson  residents,  our  Board  of  Selectmen  and  other 
local  agencies,  and  the  New  Hampshire  Congressional  Delegation,  the  Wildcat  Brook  was  nomi- 
nated as  a  river  study  candidate  in  a  Wild  &  Scenic  River  Bill  which  was  signed  into  law 
by  the  President  in  the  summer  of  1984.  The  immediate  effect  of  the  study  bill  was  to 
impose  a  six  year  moratorium  on  hydro-development  on  the  Wildcat  Brook.  It  also  led  to  the 
formation  of  the  Wildcat  Brook  Advisory  Committee  whose  function  is  to  oversee  the  river 
study  and  develop  a  conservation  plan  to  preserve  Jackson  Palls,  the  Wildcat  Brook  and  its 
tributaries  and  those  natural  features  and  rural  atmosphere  which  make  Jackson  such  an 
attractive  area  in  which  to  live  or  own  land. 

In  August  of  1985»  the  Town  of  Jackson  and  the  National  Park  Service  entered  into  a 
cooperative  agreement  to  study  the  eligibility  and  feasibility  of  including  the  Wildcat  in 
the  Wild  &  Scenic  Rivers  System.  This  agreement  provides  for  a  multi-faceted  study  approach, 
the  foremost  of  which  is  the  Resident/Landowner  Survey  which  was  designed  to  allow  the 
opportunity  for  every  citizen  and  landowner  of  Jackson  to  participate  in  the  study.  The 
survey  was  prepared  with  the  assistance  of  the  AMC  and  the  results  will  be  made  public  in 
March.  The  National  Park  Service  staff  has  been  conducting  a  river  inventory  to  determine 
the  classification  of  the  Wildcat  within  the  definition  of  a  "Wild  &  Scenic  River",  and  is 
expected  to  make  a  determination  of  eligibility  shortly. 

There  have  also  been  several  user  surveys  conducted  in  the  Falls  area.  An  informal 
visitor  register  was  established  in  early  summer  of  1985  to  help  develop  a  profile  of  the 
visitors  to  Jackson  Palls,  including  what  attracted  them  to  the  area  and  their  attitude 
towards  the  possible  loss  of  this  natural  resource.  Concurrently,  the  AMC  conducted  a 
formal  survey  to  the  same  end  and  is  presently  surveying  ski-tourers  in  the  area.  Based 
on  data  gathered  from  these  surveys,  a  management  plan  will  be  developed  for  the  Falls  area 
and  also  Memorial  Park  and  the  new  Town  property  where  the  skating  rink  has  been  relocated. 

The  main  thrust  of  efforts  to  date  has  been  to  identify  the  issues  to  be  addressed 
in  the  development  of  a  conservation  plan  and  to  assess  the  level  of  support  and  interest 
the  Committee  might  expect  to  find  amongst  the  population  of  Jackson.  The  aim  of  the  plan 
will  be  the  elimination  of  the  threat  of  hydro-development  on  the  Wildcat  Brook  and  the 
preservation  of  the  existing  natural  and  rural  character  of  the  river  corridor  through  a 
balance  of  development  and  environmental  conservation  practices. 

Through  the  surveys  and  proposed  educational  public  meetings  the  Committee  hopes  to 
arrive  at  a  consensus  which  will  help  chart  a  course  of  action  to  follow  to  preserve  the 
outstanding  characteristics  which  make  our  town  what  it  is.  Each  and  every  citizen  has  the 
opportunity  to  have  a  say  in  the  future  of  Jackson.  Please  give  us  your  support.

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JACKSON  PLANNING  BOARD-1985 

The  Jackson  Planning  Board  met  at  twenty-two  regular  and  work  meetings  and  numerous 
on  site  inspections  where  they  were  indicated. 

The  Board  approved  two  minor  lot  line  adjustments  and  six  minor  subdivisions  as 
well  as  revised  plans  for  the  continued  development  of  Wentworth  Resort. 

A  small  cluster  development  plan  providing  for  four  single  family  dwellings  on 
Thorn  Mountain  Road  was  approved. 

An  update  of  Jackson's  Community  (Master)  Plan  was  initiated  in  accordance  with 
State  statutory  requirements.  An  Ad  hoc  committee  of  sixteen  Jackson  residents  was 
appointed  to  work  with  members  of  the  Board  to  collect  data  for  an  updated  Master  Plan  to 
be  presented  to  the  Town  at  a  public  hearing.  After  the  final  approval  of  said  Master 
Plan,  zoning  and  subdivision  ordinances  must  be  brought  into  compliance.  The  pressure  of 
work  of  more  immediate  nature  has  delayed  completion  of  the  Master  Plan  update,  which 
should  be  a  priority  in  1986. 

The  Board  voted  to  adopt  the  Town  of  Jackson  Road  Standards  as  approved  by  the 
Selectmen;  thereby,  clarifying  road  requirements  for  developers  in  Jackson. 

The  proposal  for  the  development  of  Spruce  Mountain  consumed  a  major  part  of  the 
Board's  time  during  1985.  In  addition  to  the  sixty  condominium  units,  the  original  proposal 
included  a  non-conforming  restaurant,  lounge  and  lodge  which  were  subsequently  dropped. 
The  steep  slope  and  high  water  table  of  the  land,  however,  caused  immediate  concern.  Study 
of  the  Environmental  Impact  Survey  conducted  by  the  Resource  Conservation  and  Development 
Council  together  with  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  of  the  USDA  made  it  apparent  that  the 
Board  should  seek  engineering  advice.  The  Board  retained  DuBois  &  King  of  Concord,  New 
Hampshire,  who  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  developerfe  plans  did  not  provide  a  design 
solution  for  this  land  to  eliminate  danger  to  public  health  and  the  environment.  The 
request  for  approval  for  this  development  was  therefore  denied. 

Eagle  Mountain  House  was  purchased  and  a  remodeling  plan  for  the  development  of 
non-housekeeping  suites  was  approved  contingent  upon  receipt  of  state  septic  system 
approval. 

Pre-submission  consultations  were  held  with  Black  Mountain  Resort  concerning  their 
proposed  46-unit  condominium  development. 

The  knowledgeable  advice  and  assistance  of  the  North  Country  Council  Circuit  Rider, 
Mary  Ellen  Barnes,  has  been  of  great  value.  A  professional  consultant  is  essential  to  the 
property  functioning  of  a  planning  board,  particularly  in  the  awareness  and  understanding 
of  municipal  law  and  state  legislation. 

The  Town  appropriated  $1,500  to  cover  Planning  Board  expenses.  The  total  expenses 
amounted  to  $5>095.19.  The  largest  portion  of  this  expense,  $3,569.24,  was  for  engineering 
advice,  an  expense  not  here  to  fore  incurred.  This  amount  was  billed  to  the  developers  in 
accordance  with  Jackson  Land  Subdivision  Regulations.  Payments  have  been  made  of  $428.88, 
and  the  outstanding  engineering  expense  of  $2,886.36  is  expected  to  be  repaid  in  1986. 
Other  receipts  to  the  Town  for  subdivision  fees,  etc.,  were  $1,491.72,  leaving  a  net  cost 
to  the  Town  of  $234.23  in  addition  to  the  outstanding  engineering  expenses.  In  view  of 
anticipated  expenses  for  engineering  advice  during  1986  in  addition  to  the  cost  of  usual 
Planning  Board  activity,  an  appropriation  of  $5,000  is  requested  for  the  Planning  Board.

NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

Calendar  year  1985  was  a  busy  and  productive  year  for  the  North  Country  Council  as 
it  continued  to  provide  a  wide  range  of  assistance  to  towns  and  cities  in  the  North  Country. 

The  Council  is  a  regional  non-profit,  public  agency  chartered  under  NH  RSA  36:45  and 
is  responsible  for  providing  its  member  communities  assistance  in  local  community  planning, 
economic  development,  solid  waste,  transportation  and  various  other  community  services. 
Besides  the  direct  assistance  the  Council  provides  each  member  community,  it  is  an  advocate 
for  all  North  Country  towns  in  legislative  and  funding  issues  at  the  state  and  federal 
governments . 

In  Jackson,  we  provided  monthly  circuit  rider  planning  assistance  to  the  Planning 
Board.  The  Council  also  assisted  in  revising  the  town  master  plan,  provided  review  on 
major  development  proposals  and  provided  technical  assistance  on  solid  waste  plan  develop- 
ment.  In  cooperation  with  town  officials,  NCC  formed  the  Route  16  Corridor  Study  Committee. 
The  Committee  is  to  review  and  recommend  alternative  State  by-pass  options  and  analyze  the 
economic  impact  of  these  options. 

Economic  development  is  an  important  part  of  the  Council's  overall  agency  mission. 
This  year  the  Council  produced  a  video  promoting  the  North  Country  as  "The  Sensible  Place 
to  do  Business."  The  video  was  developed  to  be  a  marketing  tool  to  assist  local  develop- 
ment organizations  publicize  to  southern  New  Hampshire  businesses  why  the  North  Country  is 
a  logical  choice  of  location.   In  October,  the  Council  co-hosted  with  Governor  John  Sununu 
a  development  forum  in  Manchester  to  discuss  with  southern  New  Hampshire  business  executives 
the  advantages  of  expanding  to  the  North  Country.  Over  85  businesses  participated  in  this 
affair  and  the  response  from  the  business  community  was  very  positive.  The  Council  is  now 
developing  follow  up  contact  with  interested  businesses  through  the  State  Office  of  Indus- 
trial Development. 

The  Council  again  provided  information  and  guidance  to  several  towns  on  federal  and 
state  grant  and  loan  programs.  This  past  year  saw  well  over  $2.0  million  in  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  funds  come  to  the  region  for  such  activities  as  housing  rehabilita- 
tion, downtown  revitalization,  business  revolving  loan  funds,  and  housing  rehabilitation 
feasibility  studies. 

Community  planning  assistance  has  emphasized  master  planning  and  improvement  in 
local  land  use  controls.  New  state  mandates  and  commercial  and  residential  growth  in 
several  towns  have  created  busy  work  loads  for  planning  boards.  The  Council's  assistance 
takes  many  forms:  regional  workshops,  newsletters,  regulation  review  and  update,  and 
assistance  on  a  regular  or  one-time  basis  for  subdivision  and  site  plan  application. 

The  Council  again  co-aponsored  the  Municipal  Law  Lecture  series  with  the  N.  H. 
Municipal  Association.  The  Law  Lecture  this  year  covered  such  topics  as  local  planning 
board  procedures,  administration  and  enforcement  of  ordinances  and  review  of  recent  court 
cases  and  the  state  law  changes  regarding  local  land  use  planning.  The  Council  also  spon- 
sored a  separate  Coos  County  Land  Use  Control  Workshop  which  provided  additional  assistance 
to  those  local  officials  in  the  county. 

Overall,  the  Council's  major  objective  is  to  work  with  North  Country  towns  in 
solving  local  and  regional  problems.  We  look  forward  to  assisting  your  town  this  coming  year.

The  Annual  School  Meeting  of  the  Jackson  School  District  was  held  on 
March  12,  1985.   The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:10  p.m.  by 
Moderator  Raymond  H.  Abbott,  Jr. 

A  request  for  Article  13  to  be  considered  first  on  the  floor.   Jerome 
Dougherty  made  the  motion,  seconded  and  voted  unanimously.   The  school 
children  spoke  on  behalf  of  this  article. 

ARTICLE  13.   "To  see  if  the  Town  of  Jackson  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  $215.00  to  purchase  a  bronze,  raised  letter  plate  as  part  of  a 
student  project  to  create  a  Liberty  Monument  to  be  placed  on  land 
abutting  Route  16B.   (Other  components  of  the  project  are  being  raised 
through  student  work  details  and  donations  of  materials  by  local 
residents  and  parents  of  the  students  of  the  Jackson  Grammar  School.) 
(Submitted  by  petition)  ARTICLE  13  was  voted  on  and  passed.

Motion  was  made,  seconded  and  voted  to  accept  Article  12.   Motion 
passed. 

ARTICLE  14.   (Budget  appropriation)  Moderator  requested  town  to  pass 
budget  as  submitted.   Willis  Kelley  made  a  motion  to  consider  the 
school  budget  as  submitted.   Motion  passed.   Moderator  requested  if 
there  was  any  discussion.   A  request  was  made  by  Eleanor  Lang  to  have 
teachers'  salaries  broken  down  by  name  as  the  town  employees'  salaries 
are  done.   William  D.  Beal,  Jr.,  requested  information  as  to  why  an 
increase  in  principal's  salary.   Mary  Burack  indicated  that  it  was  due 
to  coaching  and  other  duties.   Discussed  $7,000  increase  in  SAU 
budget.   Total  budget  voted  $331,519.00.   Motion  was  made  by  Willis 
Kelley,  seconded  by  Virginia  M.  "Ginger"  Bailey.   Motion  was  passed. 

ARTICLE  15.   (Any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting.)  Mr.  Howard  Kelley,  Road  Agent,  asked  who  called  off  school 
in  which  he  referred  to  the  day  it  was  so  icy  when  school  was  not 
called  off,  as  recommended  by  himself  and  the  Police  Chief,  by 
Superintendent.   After  a  discussion  with  townspeople,  School  Board, 
and  Superintendent  Dr.  Francis  Murphy,  it  was  decided  that  the 
Jackson  School  Board  would  cancel  school  when  conditions  warranted. 

Mr.  Ross  Heald  asked  for  a  standing  ovation  for  Mary  Howe,  who  had 
served  on  the  School  Board  for  nine  years,  and  for  Eleanor  Lang,  who 
had  served  as  School  Treasurer  for  thirteen  years.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

by  Dr.  Francis  M.  Murphy 
STATE  OF  THE  SCHOOLS 


In  the  year  since  my  last  report  to  you  in  this  booklet,  a 
great  deal  has  happened.   The  New  Hampshire  Legislature  has 
approved  a  bill  allowing  retroactive  payment  to  the  Conway  School 
Board  for  building  aid  for  having  an  AREA  school,  if  by  1988  Conway 
succeeds  with  the  sending  towns  in  officially  becoming  an  AREA 
school.   The  law  requires  many  things  in  order  to  be  so 
considered.   We  have  met  that  code  since  1961  with  one  notable 
exception.   In  order  to  be  an  AREA  school,  the  towns  must  elect,  or 
have  their  moderator  appoint,  an  AREA  School  Planning  Committee  to 
write  the  contract  (AREA  Plan)  under  which  the  school  will  run.   If 
we  had  done  this  in  1961  when  our  present  contract  was  initiated, 
the  state  would  be  paying  55%  of  our  capital  building  costs  instead 
of  the  present  30%.   Such  an  agreement  would  be  benefitting  us  by 
about  $50,000  per  year.   In  the  time  elapsed  since  the  passage  of 
the  bill  to  the  deadline  in  1988,  the  state  would  be  responsible  to 
pay  us  $150,000.   This  is  the  chief  benefit  of  the  plan  from  a 
Conway  perspective. 

What's  in  it  for  the  sending  towns?   Make  no  doubt  about  it, 
Conway  owns  and  controls  Kennett  High  School.   However,  an  AREA 
agreement  could  formalize  the  outlying  towns'  rights  to  have  input 
to  the  Kennett  budget,  program,  and  operations.   Further,  presently 
none  of  the  outlying  towns  has  any  long  term  agreement  with  Conway 
about  the  rights  to  secure  for  their  children  space  for  junior  high 
school  students  or  elementary  students.   The  Conway  School  Board 
could  exclude  the  Albany  and  Eaton  K-6  students  any  year  without 
notice,  or  the  Freedom,  Madison,  and  Jackson  junior  high  students. 
Such  an   arrangement  does  not  lead  to  good  planning  and  is  perilous 
for  the  towns  involved.   The  present  high  school  contract  extends 
only  to  1993,  after  which  each  town  would  have  to  negotiate  whether 
or  not  they  could  continue  at  Kennett  High  School  and  how  the 
tuition  costs  would  be  apportioned.   In  such  negotiations  the  towns 
would  be  relatively  powerless  to  seek  their  own  advantage.   An  AREA 
agreement  could  and  should  address  all  of  these  problems.   With  the 
substantial  sum  of  money  to  benefit  the  Conway  School  District  at 
risk,  the  outlying  towns  are  presently  in  their  best  negotiating 
posture . 

One  of  the  questions  people  ask  about  an  AREA  agreement  is, 
Can  a  town  pull  out  of  it  once  it's  begun?   The  law  states  that  anv 
town,  with  a  2/3  vote,  can  withdraw  from  an  AREA  agreement  with  a 
one  year  warning  anytime  after  the  AREA  agreement  has  been  in  force 
for  three  years.   If  the  AREA  school  enters  a  capital  building 
expense  (like  a  new  building) ,  the  withdrawing  school  has  to 
continue  to  pay  its  share  of  that  capital  expense  until  it  is  paid 
off.   However,  the  AREA  agreement  law  holds  that  such  capital 
expenses  must  be  approved  not  only  by  the  receiving  school  but  also 
by  the  sending  school.   In  short,  withdrawal  from  an  AREA  agreement 
plan  is  far  easier  than  withdrawal  from  the  present  contract. 
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At  this  time  no  one  is  asking  any  of  the  towns  to  agree  to  an 
AREA  agreement.   What  the  voters  are  being  asked  for  is  to  agree  to 
send  three  representatives,  at  least  one  of  which  is  a  school  board 
member,  to  a  planning  committee  to  create  such  a  plan.   Only  after 
the  plan  is  created  will  the  voters  be  asked  to  approve  or 
disapprove  the  plan.   Even  a  town  skeptical  about  having  an  AREA 
agreement  is  wise  to  send  representatives  to  the  planning  committee 
because  unless  the  town  is  represented  on  the  planning  committee, 
they  will  have  no  input  in  the  final  plan;  and  such  a  plan  could  be 
beneficial  to  any  of  the  towns  in  SAU  #9  if  it  is  done  well. 

Other  developments  of  note  this  year  include  a  focus  on 
discipline  in  the  junior/senior  high  school.   The  Kennett 
administrative  staff  has  been  reorganized  so  that  all  five 
full-time  administrators  have  discipline  responsibilities  instead 
of  only  one.   It  is  tougher  and  tougher  for  students  to  get  away 
with  disciplinary  infractions  at  the  junior/senior  high  school.   We 
have  set  up  an  in-school  suspension  room  so  that  suspended  students 
need  not  be  released  on  the  streets,  but  instead  are  forced  to 
continue  their  studies  in  an  isolated  room  away  from  their  friends. 

The  iunior  high  school  at  Kennett  has  finally  been  completely 
separated  from  the  senior  high  school.   Students  do  not  have  to 
leave  the  junior  high  to  speak  to  an  administrator  or  go  to  the 
guidance  office.   The  teachers  in  the  junior  high  have  created 
their  own  bell  schedule  and  their  own  program,  including  welcome 
and  new  junior  high  activities. 

The  new  K-12  computer  curriculum  is  being  piloted  in  a  number 
of  schools,  and  after  revision  this  summer,  will  be  implemented 
throughout  the  SAU.   The  science  and  language  arts  curriculum  are 
in  the  midst  of  a  complete  revision  (K-12) .   Language  arts  includes 
reading,  writing,  and  spelling. 

Through  cooperation  with  the  Red  Jacket  and  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  it  looks  as  though  we  will  be  able  to  borrow  the 
Birchmont  Tavern  next  year  as  an  instructional  space  to  install  a 
new  culinary  arts  program,  training  our  students  to  work  in 
restaurants  here  in  the  Valley.   The  Adult  Education  program  in  the 
Conway  School  District,  begun  on  a  shoestring,  has  developed  well 
in  its  first  year.   It  looks  as  though  by  July  1  the  district  will 
have  made  a  small  profit  in  the  area  of  adult  education.   The 
programs  offered  have  been  diverse,  ranging  from  a  one  night 
seminar  about  Halley's  comet,  to  a  six  week  program  training  people 
to  become  bank  tellers.   We  have  been  able  to  put  together  a  small 
but  dedicated  group  of  people  to  earn  their  high  school  eguivalency 
degree,  and  have  brought  the  Berlin  Vocational  Technical  School  to 
Kennett  to  offer  still  more  educational  opportunities  to  our 
community. 

As  of  this  writing,  we  still  do  not  have  the  results  from  the 
state-wide  achievement  testing.   Preliminary  results  from  the  state 
indicate  that  the  SAU  overall  tested  above  average  for  schools  in 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire.   We  are  not  yet  the  best  school  in  the 
state,  merely  a  good  school  working  very  hard  to  become  better. 
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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT

The  attempt  to  provide  new  and  enriching  experiences  for  the 
students  of  the  Jackson  School  was  extremely  rewarding  this  past 
year.   Building  goals  developed  prior  to  the  opening  of  school 
included  increased  contact  with  the  community.   This  was  achieved 
through  a  series  of  open  house  nights  and  open  assemblies,  the 
publication  of  a  school  newspaper  on  a  quarterly  basis,  a 
Thanksgiving  Festival,  a  Christmas  Pageant,  Curriculum  Night  and 
slide  show,  the  student  Monument  Project  and  dedication  ceremony, 
the  Good  Morning  Jackson  Show,  and  the  traditional  Spring  Play. 
Adult  attendance  at  these  activities  was  excellent,  and  allowed 
students  to  address  groups  of  adults  on  a  regular  basis  while 
developing  a  sense  of  belonging  in  their  home  community.   We  hope 
to  repeat  many  of  these  activities  during  this  school  year. 

A  hard  look  was  taken  at  the  school  curriculum  to  locate  gains 
and  deficits.   This  was  aided  by  school-wide  testing,  and  a  School 
Needs  Assessment  developed  from  these  results.   The  assessment 
reinforced  our  thrust  to  provide  quality  instruction  in  the 
essential  skills  areas.   Fourteen  suspect  areas  were  identified  as 
possible  weaknesses,  while  fifty-three  areas  were  noted  as  school 
strengths.   Plans  have  been  made  to  further  assess  and  reinforce 
these  weak  areas. 

Emphasis  on  student  writing  skills,  school-wide,  has  shown  the 
best  results  thus  far.   Work  samples  in  this  area,  along  with 
Language  and  Math,  are  filed  for  each  student  as  a  progress  record 
and  are  available  for  inspection  by  the  home. 

The  school  now  has  computer  equipment  on  line  in  all 
classrooms,  and  is  piloting  the  new  S.A.U.  Computer  Curriculum. 
Although  still  in  its  infancy,  we  hope,  with  continued 
reinforcement,  this  program  will  provide  a  solid  and  appropriate 
background  for  students  as  they  enter  a  "high  tech"  society. 

Students  were  provided  with  a  diverse  and  highly  active  after 
school  schedule.   Activities  included  soccer,  floor  hockey,  cross 
country  skiing  (courtesy  of  the  Jackson  Ski  Touring  Center) ,  and 
downhill  skiing  through  the  Junior  Ski  Program.   Due  to  the 
relocation  of  the  town  ice  rink,  students  have  been  able  to  ice 
skate  this  year  during  lunch  recess. 

Teachers  have  been  active  in  committee  work  throughout  the 
year  with  Mrs.  Haines  representing  Jackson  on  the  Kindergarten  and 
Transition  Committee,  while  also  serving  on  the  Staff  Development 
Committee.   Mrs.  Birkbeck  is  presently  working  with  the  Language 
Arts  Committee,  while  Mr.  Zangari  is  working  with  the  Science 
Committee  and  Computer  Literacy  Committee. 

The  school  grounds  have  been  expanded  to  include  the  back 
field  which  has  been  mowed,  allowing  greater  use  by  the  students. 
The  school  purchased  a  new  fence  this  year  for  the  school  grounds, 
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adding  gates  on  the  street  side  and  altering  its  position  near  the 
building  so  a  safe  bus  turn  around  can  be  made. 

Presently  the  school  is  preparing  for  a  maior  evaluation  of 
its  program  next  year.   An  accreditation  team  will  be  visiting  the 
school  to  evaluate  and  recommend  changes.   Areas  assessed  will 
include  philosophy,  goals,  curriculum,  instruction,  and 
facilities.   This  assessment  includes  participation  of  the 
community  in  defining  philosophy  and  goals. 

The  school  enrollment  has  shown  a  modest  rise  this  year.   The 
projected  enrollment  for  the  fall  of  1986  is  between  twenty-five 
and  thirty  students.   Due  to  low  numbers,  the  school  and  school 
board  have  been  exploring  alternatives  for  the  future.   Most 
promising  of  these  at  present  are  tuition  students  on  both  long  and 
short  term  situations.   The  ground  work  has  been  done  for  offering 
a  concept  known  as  the  Short  Term  Institute.   This  idea  would  allow 
us  to  open  our  doors  for  intensive  units  of  study  to  tuition 
students,  both  locally  and  out  of  state,  on  a  two  to  three  week 
basis.   If  successful,  the  program  would  allow  greater  social 
interaction  for  our  students,  along  with  a  sense  of  school  pride 
and  new  learning  opportunities. 

Community  and  home  support  was  once  again  a  mainstay  this 
year.   The  partnership  that  the  school  enjoys  is  essential  to 
continued  success  and  growth  of  the  school  program.   We  sincerely 
thank  all  of  you  for  your  contributions  of  time  and  effort  in 
supporting  quality  education.

To  the  Members  of  the  School 

Administrative  Unit  No.  9  Board 
Conway,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the  School 
Administrative  Unit  No.  9  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1985,  as 
listed  in  the  accompanying  table  of  contents.   Our  examination  was  made  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  government  auditing  standards  and 
accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other 
auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  combined  financial  statements  referred  to  above 
do  not  include  financial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of 
Accounts,  which  should  be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles.
